On the first two you solder the 
braid (RG-175u small coax) to the 
short length, center conductor to 
the long length at point o-o, and 
cut out 1" starting at the point 
marked, Suspect the 43" jis a typo 
and should be 53". The W6MK and 
KOLV models you short o-o, then tap 
your coax 1.25" up from the short. 
This gives a better SWR match and 
less feedline radiation ..but takes 
more effort ..which I am not sure is 
worth it for an emergency antenna. 
I suspect the lengths vary slightly 
according to the 300 ohm twinlead 
being used so it is suggested that 
after completing the antenna that 
you run an SWR curve to locate its 
center frequency ..then cut or make 
anew longer antenna. Susan-N6QDB 
has been using the W9FOQN version for 
several years to talk to SDCo from 
the University of Redlands to the 
north of us and will be using it on 
packet next year. Tnx to Milt-W6MK 
and Rick-K9LV for their versions of 
this handy little J-pole antenna 
that can be rolled up and put in 
your pocket ..much better than a 
“rubber duck."
